or tularemia. Here it seems most 
valuable If used together with the 
sulfonamide’ drugs. 


It. also seems quite definite that 
streptomycin is helpful in the 


treatment of certain cases of tuber- | 


eulosis. It-has been estimated that 
it may help in about one case out 
of four, but it cannot be relied upon 
to wipe out tuberculosis. 


Streptomycin has been found 
effective, olso, in certain influenza 
Infections, not those caused bY the 
influenza virus but by the bacillus 
known as the ‘Influenza bacillus. It 
is quite useful, too, {in infections 
of the. kidney and bladder. 


Certhin , types ..of: ~pneumonia, 
abscesses of the ‘livery, and infections 
of the heart valves und lungs, which 
are not overcome by penicillin, may 
be checked. and cured with the 
streptomycin treatment. 


Does Not. Holp Typhoid 


Streptomycin ‘is not helpful. in 
typhoid fever. It has also been 
tried in malarin but, found to be of 
no_ value. .. et. Maes 


Before using such drugs us strep-- 
tomycin and -fentcillin, the’ physitian 
must always make a careful cxaml~- 
natlon to determine just what type 
of infection is present... ‘Then he 
ean decide which-one of these dfugs 
will be- most useful and can pre- 
scribe {t in the proper dosage. 


With continued Investigation, . it 
is possible that new uses for strep- 
tomycin may be found.

Cross-examination of Police officers in connection with allegations by the 
accused that they had been assaulted and forced to make statements occupied 
this morning’s hearing before Mr Justice Williams at the Criminal Sessions of - 
the trial of three Chinese charged with the murder of Lytton Bevis Wood on a 
-path Ieading from Lion Rock to Shatin on the afternoon on February 11. 


Wood was found dend by hls com- 
‘panion, George Ronald’ Ross, after 
they had both been attacked by a 
gang ‘of four men while out for a 
hike In the Kowloon hills that day. 

‘The accused are Lau Hol (alias 
Lau Yun-hol) 20, unemployed, Ho 
Cheuk-kul, 26, unemployed, and Li 
Chung-mun (atlas ‘Li Chik-sang) , 
32, gardener, employed at 377, The 
Peak, . 

A Special Jury, comprising leading 
businessmen, both British and Chin- 
ese, was empanelled. 

Mr D. A. L. Wright, Instructed 
by Mr P. J, GriMiths, fs oppearing 
for the defence, and pleaded not 
guilty to the indictment. ‘ 

The prosecution ‘was conducted by 

Mr A. Lonsdale, Crown Counsel, as- 
sisted by Det. Sub-Inspector H. T. 
Matches, 
_ At the conclusion of Monday's pro- 
ecedings, the’ Jury was asked to re- 
turn to the Court this afternoon 
while the Prosecution and Defence 
argued over the admissibility of the 
accused's statements. .. = 


JURY RECALLED 


The Jury was recalled this mor- 
ning, when Mr Wright informed his 
Lordship that his defence would 
inevitably disclose details of another 
offence in which the first and second 
accused were alleged to be Impli- 
cated. He sald that the question as 
to. tho admissibility of the accused’s 
statements should be tried in the 
presence of the Jury, nnd as the 
Jury empanelied was a Speclal one, 
he was convinced that any matter 
which touched on ‘the other offence 
would not prejudice their minds on 
the Issue In the present case. 

Det.-Set Tam Chung was recalicd 
for cross-examination. He sald he 
knew that a copy of the first ac- 
cused’s stntoment had been scrved 
on the second accused on February 
27, but denied that he had, on five 
or six’ occasions prior to March 1 
(when second accused made a state- 
ment), rend over the first -accuscd’s 
statement to the second accused and 
hnd told him to memorise it.

Calle de los Slerepes, which never 
attracted us greatly, and reach the 
dreamlike cathedral, largest. Gothic 
pile In the world, with the ineredi- 
bly graceful beautiful _ Giraolda 
Tower beside the Alcazar just over 
‘the way. Nowhere else can one 
find three such glorious yet diver- 
sified architectural gems. 

. Sheer Delight 

For sheer delight, one enters at ~ 
the north side of the edifice through 
the Gate ‘of Pardon to the Court 
of the Oranges, both belonging, us 
does. the Giralda ta the old Moorish 
Mosque. The grent Mosque, of which 
the Girala was the minaret, was 
built in 1171, For 150 years,, after 
San Fernando had driven the Moors 
from Seville, In 1242, the mosque 
was uscd for Christian worship, 
after having. been “consecrated. 
Under Henry Il ‘of Castile, the 
building of the cathedral began, a 
task that took more than a cen- 
tury. One could spend weeks vislt-
